COAST BATTLES

FIGHT AT 10,000 FEET 


Three German aircraft are known to have 
been shot down by R.A.F. fighters when 
twenty-one German bombers, escorted by 
fighters, crossed the South-East coast and 
flew over a town at about 10,000 feet yester- 
day.

SEVEN SHOT DOWN IN

land saved their lives by baling out.

Spitfire fighters roared up, and in a furious 
dog fight two machines spun out of the air 
and crashed in open country behind the town 
in as many minutes. 


DUEL OVER THE SEA

Senator O’DWYER said the Councils that 
the proposers had in mind were not the 
Emergency Committees, which had their cwn 
functions, Instead they visualised small rural 
Councils, such as had been established with 
beneficial effects in other countries. 

He went on to speak of the Parish Council 
system in England and other countries, and 
referred particularly to those in Portugal, 
which, he said, had been a great instrument 
in the eneration of that country. In 
most of the countries in, Europe in which 
such Councils had been functioning they had 
the same spiritual culture as Ireland. There 
was one thing that they. found all these 
Councils to have in common, and that was 
that they had been established by statute ; 
that they were on a territorial or parish 
basis, and that they were elected. They 
were not in any case formed on a vocational 
basis. They were not, and never had been, 
tried on a voluntary basis. In this country 
the war had shown them the danger of cen- 
tralisation and bureauocracy. here was 
general agreement that the great work of 
this country in the future lay in the orga- 
nisation of the small rural communities to 
preserve their own culture and develop the 
resources of their own localities. 


TWO SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT 


They were far from unanimous, however, 
on the method of organising the rural com- 
munity. Some people thought the organisa- 
tion must be carried out on voluntary lines, 
and that it should be left to the people 
themselves to provide the organisation and 
maintain it. A second school of thought 
believed that the organisation must be set 
up by the State and carried on as in other 
countries. The majority would seem to 
favour the voluntary organisation. He pro- 
posed to show that it would be impossible 
to carry on that system with value. 

It might be conceivable that a committee 
set up by the parish should receive small 
powers, such as the distribution of outdoor 
felief or the care of cemeteries: but it seemed 
impossible that extensive powers of local 
government should be entrusted to such a 


committee. It would be contrary to all pre- 
cedents of — Objections would 
arise to a voluntary organisation taking over 


powers of administration from the Local 
Government Department unless they were 
subject to the Department and had to submit 
to its audit. To hand over to any organisa- 
tion, no matter how admirable, powers of 
administration over any people would be a 
conflict- with the first principles of democracy. 
No government system could be built up 
voluntarily. Anything that was to be per- 
manent must have for its basis establishment 
by statute. Its continuity must be secured 
by law. 


RIGHTS OF DISTRICTS 


The proposers of the resolution had in mind 
that districts, apart from whole parishes, 
should have the right to declare for the 
establishment of a parish council.. The parish 
or part parish should be taken as a unit, and 
every family in it would be entitled to a 
vote, a vote either of the head of the family 
or of the husband and wife. The Council 
would consist of about ten members and a 
chairman, and they would be elected for a 
period of three years. In addition, the clergy 
of all denominations would be ex-officio 
members. There would be a parish assembly, 
consisting of all the families, meeting 
once a year or when an emergency arose. 
This assembly would exercise control over 
the Parish Council, which really would be 
an executive committee. The family hitherto 
had no place in the life of this country, and 
it was time it was recognised to some extent. 
With regatd to the powers these Councils 
should have, the main concern was not with 
what they would do, but rather with the 
organisation of the rural community into 
bodies that would give them a chance of ex- 
pression. The main object would be to en- 
gender a spirit of independence and self- 
reliance, a sense of cohesion or co-operation. 
The organisation of the rural community 
would be more important than any function 
that the organisation would carry out. 

At the same time such a Parish Council 
would be a powerful instrument for the 
development of the country. It would carry 
out small local government functions such 
as he had indicated. Its powers would not 
necessarily be given at once; they could be 
expanded step by step. It would be a 
powerful element in the material development 
of the parish, and he instanced the work that 
had been done by co-operative societies in 
the past. There was scope within the frame- 
work of the Constitution for voluntary effort 
by other organisations in the parish. 


DEVELOPING PUBLIC 


SPIRIT 


The Parish Council, he proceeded, would 
give training to the youth of the country in 
methods of government, and. would develop 
the sair somes of responsibility. Public 
spirit was not at present in the people, and 
t Councils would be a training ground 
for the development of such a spirit. 

There was still enough of the spirit of 
Irish-Ireland in the rural districts, and they 
should organise the rural life so that it would 
be a living force. The only way that could 
be done would be through the Parish Council. 


COUNCILS’ POWERS 


Senator COUNIHAN said that statements 
by Mr. de Valera showed clearly that the 
Government intended to set up Councils with 
statutory powers, and the object of that 
motion apparently was to an indication 
as to what type of Council would be most 
suitable. He was convinced that the Parish

THE POINT AT ISSUE 


Professor J. JOHNSTONE said that the 
principal point at issue was whether Parish 
Councils should. be purely voluntary or 
whether they should pa a some kind of statu- 
tory authority. He was altogether in favour

ever, he greatly admired the work done by 
the leaders of Muintir na Tire, and he 
would hate it to be felt that the people 
who agreed with him were in any way 
opposed to the kind of work that they were 
doing.

They should not be supervised by the 
Ministry for Local Government, but the 
supervision and advice of their- principal 
affairs should be in the hands of the local 
county manager. The powers he would like 
to see given to the councils should not be 
limited. They should have authority ‘‘ to do 
everything legal that they were prepared to 
take responsibility for within the limits of 
their taxation powers.” ' 


REVOLUTIONARY CHANGE 


Mrs. H. CONCANNON said that she 
accepted the principle of the parish council as 
an intricate part of the machinery of local 
government, and she would like to see them 
statutory bodies with all the wers, 
functions. and permanence that legislation 
could give them. She believed that t'ey 
would be useful, but the setting up of them 
would be a revolutionary change, and she 
doubted if it should be attempted when a 
world war was raging around them, They 
should instead watch the working of the 
voluntary bodies that had been set up. 


EXPANSION OF FAMILY 


LIFE 3 


Professor M. TIERNEY said that, his 
idea. in eeconding the motion was that he 
would prefer to have a full discussion of 
the subject in a place where íree and well- 
informed discussion was possible. ' The 
movement itself implied a revolution in their 
local government system, and he did not 
think that it should be entered into without 
an examination of all that was being at- 
tempted and the directions in which the 
movement was tending. He referred to 
the introduction into discussions of paro- 
chial councils of such matters as women’s 
suffrage and social credit, and said that 
other nostrums might be recommended in 
the guise of parish councils. The first 
Local Government Act passed under the 
Free State was passed too speedily. They 
had erected & whole system of local govern- 
ment on the basis of county government. 
Counties did not represent anything organic 
or historic for a great part of Ireland. 

They must have a unit in which the people 
‘felt themselves bound to one ’another. he 
nearer they could get to the extension of 
family life the better it would be. There 
was one thing that they had been left in 
this country, and that was the parochial 
and diocesan organisation which went back 
to about the twelfth century. It was some- 
thing in which the people were interested, 
and in which they believed. The State 
would be wise in the secular sense to build 
a community on it. “The parish should be 
the natural unit of local government. The 
counties, in spite of the Gaelic League and 
the G.A.A:., were something that left the 
people cold. It was possible that rural 
districts had beeen set up to get rid of the 
bogey of their previous rulers—the priest 
in politics. It could eliminate the priest 
from local government, and would never 
have been designed by a native government. 
The parish was a unit in which the priest 
would be able to play the part that his 
position entitled him to play. 


STATUTORY POWER 


He criticised the tendency to turn every 
parish into a spburb of Dublin, and said that 
if that process went on there would be no 
Irish people worthy of the name left in 
another Afty years. It was perfectly possible 
to have statutory parish councils and volun- 
tary bodies side by side with them in the 

arish, including the Councils of Muintir na 

ire. They did not see that there was any 
difference between their point of view and 
that of Muintir na Tire. Without statutory 
form and statutory permanence the whole 
movement would tend to become weak. The 
limits to voluntary work in any parish might 
be wide, but there were definite limits. 7 

The type of function which a parigh council 
could undertake would be the control of 
public amusements, but if they interfered 
without having statutory powers with, say, 
dance halls, they would be up against the 
law.

He was very anxious to see Parish Councils 
established in this country, and he believed 
that they could pray a very important part, 
but they must very careful that before 
they went ahead blindly to give these Coun- 
cils functions of local government to know 
how it would work out. This emergency

MINERALS DEVELOPMENT

Experience had 
shown, unfortunately, that the fundamental 
conception underlying that Act had not been 
justified, and that more comprehensive 
powers were required to enable such mineral 
resources as the country gsm to be 
developed effectively. The bill proposed to 
grant tae necessary powers to that end. 

Experience had shown that if development 
be left to private enterprise alone there was 
the possibility that such mineral deposits 
that might be worth exploiting might never 
be exploited at all, and in the interests of the 
State it was important that such resources 
ssaá had should be exploited where pos- 
sible. 

There was no desire to confiscate private 

ane i Compensation would in cases 
bi to dispossessed owners of deposits 
acquired under the provisions of the bill. 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD said that 
the bill was part of the increasing State inter- 
ference in this country, part of the general 
assertion that the State’s rights were absolute, 
ahd that the human rights had no real defini- 
tion at all.
